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Get Up & Go 
TRAIN TREKKING 


There is no better 
way to go back in 
time and recreate old- 
fashioned travel than 
to take a train trip. 
Not only can you see 
scenery often 
unreachable by car, 
but the very experi- 
ence of train travel— 
its sights and 
sounds—are exciting, 
especially for children. 

"Most kids have rail- 
roading in their blood,” says Amos 
Cordova, vice president of Durango & 
Silverton Narrow Gauge Railroad, in 
Durango, Colorado. "Older people relate 
to the railroad historically as a memoir 
of days gone by and a bit of the Old 
West,” he says. “The railroad is great 
because it let’s you go back in time if 
you let your mind wander a little bit." 

There are hundreds of trips available 
throughout the U.S. and Canada. Some 
feature authentic, rebuilt steam engines, | 
while others use diesel or electric 
power. Trip lengths vary from an hour or 
more to two- or three-day adventures 
that involve overnight stays either 
onboard or at cities along the way. 

The train excursion from Durango to 
Silverton and back features a locomotive 
built in 1923 and coaches constructed 
back in 1878, says Cordova. The only 
way through the Animus Canyon to 
Silverton is by train, and Cordova says 
the view and the experience is exactly 
what travelers would have experienced 
back in 1882, when the railroad was built. 

Eric Belanger, spokesman for Rocky 
Mountain Rail Tours in western Canada, 
Says "train travel gives families time 
away from the cities and the malls to 
just read, play board games, talk and 
think." The dramatic scenery traversed 
on the trip from Vancouver to Lake 
Louise includes glaciated mountains, 
rapids, waterfalls, tunnels, trestle 
bridges, and wildlife such as deer, elk, 
bear, and moose. 

Belanger says train travel is non- 
stressful because there is no need to 
worry about maps, directions, bath- 
rooms, or even food. Most trains have

snack cars; some, such as Rocky 
Mountain Rail Tours, provide attendant- 
delivered, airline-style meals. 

Train trips can be combined with a 
wide range of activities, such as explor- 
ing a city, hiking, boating, mountain-bik- 
ing, or river rafting, says Belanger. He 
advises families to bring a video cam- 
era—with extra batteries—and travel

DAMAGE CONTROL 


Despite diligent efforts to slap on plen- 
ty of sunscreen, it’s still possible to miss 
a spot or somehow end up with a sun- 
burn. What's the best way to treat it? 

Teresita A. Lauda, MD, director of 
pediatric dermatology at SUNY, Health 
Science Center at Brooklyn, New York, 
says parents should give acetaminophen 
(Tylenol) or aspirin and use an easy-to- 
make homemade compress solution. 
The Tylenol reduces pain and treats any 
fever that may develop, while the com- 
presses reduce swelling and discomfort. 

Dr. Lauda suggests combining one 
part milk with one part water, adding a 
few ice cubes, and then dipping light,

IN 1991, TIM ALLEN PAID HIS FIRST VISIT to Sound 
Stage 4 at the Walt Disney Studios. There the set for а 
new series called Home Improvement was under con- 
struction. Allen took one look around and asked his 
Disney escorts a question: “If this show doesn’t work— 
can | have all that wood?’ 

Needless to say Tim Allen’s lumber room saw no Home 
Improvement. Now in its fifth season, Home Improve- 
ment, which Allen describes as the “Men are Pigs’ at 
home” show, continues to rank among the top 10 pro- 
grams in the country. It has earned Allen numerous 
awards, including The People's Choice Award for 
Favorite Male Performer in a Television Series for four 
consecutive years and a Golden Globe. 

True to his character on and off-camera, upon achiev- 
ing star status, Allen awarded himself with a prized toy: 
a brand spankin’ new and shiny...compost shredder. 

And like Jerry Seinfeld and Paul Reiser, Tim Allen 
translated his TV talent to the bestseller list with a 1994 
book, Don't Stand Too Close to a Naked Man. 

But 1994 saw Tim Allen make an even greater transition. 
He joined ranks with John Travolta, Robin Williams, Jim Carrey 
and Bruce Willis by becoming a movie star: he played the "heavy" in 
Walt Disney Pictures' holiday hit The Santa Clause. 

Of course stardom didn't come easy: for the part Allen donned a 
40-pound Santa suit that made him feel more like Scrooge. "It was an 
ordeal—one Га never want to repeat,” he admits. 

Allen then capitalized on his success: he lent his voice to the character 
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Buzz Lightyear for Disney's first completely computer-animat- 
ed hit, Toy Story. This spring, Allen commenced work on his 
third film, a Disney comedy called An Indian in the City. 

Having started his career as a humble stand-up comic, 
Allen claims that being a movie-star was never his life goal. 

"| was a comedian who just wanted to get off the road,” he 
says. "I wanted to do a ТУ show. So | sold a TV show to 
Disney. I’m not sorry | ever did it [made a movie], but it wasn't 
my intent. | didn't want to graduate to movies, | never 
wanted to be a movie star, none of that [garbage] 
Born in Colorado, Allen was one of six chil- 
dren. At age of 11, his "world changed 


overnight" when his father was 
killed in a car acci- 
dent. His mother 
remarried two 
years later and the 
family moved to a 

Detroit suburb, 

Birmingham, where 
he struggled through 
high school. 

A class cut-up, 
Allen's favorite subject 
was shop; his true love 
was cars. One summer, he 
traded work at a local speed 
shop for a custom-built, 
tricked-out dune buggy—not 
exactly a practical car for 
thóse long Michigan winters. 
But try telling a teenager that, 
especially one who's as nuts 
about cars as Allen was and still 

is. He collects cars as a leisure- 
time hobby: Among his four-wheeled 
treasures is a '66 Ferrari. 
Allen eked his way through Western 
Michigan University with a degree in televi- 
Sion production. He went to work as a cre- 


a Mov 


ative director for an advertising firm in Detroit; soon he moved 
in front of the camera as a commercial spokesperson. 

In 1979, on a dare from a friend, he made his first stand-up 
appearance at Detroit's Comedy Castle. Owner Mark Ridley 
recalls that Allen was not the typical over-age class clown: in 
his first appearance, Allen, dressed in a coat and tie, “was a 
bundle of nerves, shaking his hands and pacing himself into 
a frenzy. But boom, once he was up there, he was in control.” 

Allen struck gold when he simply started talking about what 
he loves. “What really interested me was garages and tools 
and all that | call ‘men’s stuff? The more | started talking about 
it, the more | would get men to stand up and listen to my

comedy. And then women would go, ‘He’s like that; and it 
started getting couples to enjoy the show.” 

Allen's big break came strolling backstage one night after 
a club performance: Disney executives, including Michael 
Eisner. “It was one of those magic nights,” Allen recalls. “They 
came backstage and said they'd like to have a meeting with 
me at Disney.” 

With the success of Home Improvement, Allen submitted a 
script to Disney. The story was a dark fantasy about a man 
who accidentally shoots Santa Clause. Eight drafts later, 
Allen began toolin’ around in a Santa fat-suit, and audiences 
and movie critics alike embraced him in The Santa Clause. 

Mega-success hasn't ruined the bemused and self-depre- 
cating Allen. He, Laura, his college sweetheart and wife of 12 
years, and Kady, their 7-year-old daughter, still keep a home 
in a Birmingham, Michigan, neighborhood. 

And Allen still hangs with his old pals, including Ken 
Calvert, a Detroit disc jockey. Calvert says he still tries to 
match Allen in power toys. When Calvert cross-cut his yard 
with twin 21-inch blade Lawn Boys, Allen bested him on a 
John Deere riding mower with Baby Moon hubcaps. 

Okay, so if Allen never intended to become a “movie star.” 
just what is his life’s goal? 

“Actually,” Allen laughs, “what | want to do is host Tool Time 
for real. | love that show.”
